this nonsense?" 
"A French manicure, who came over 


awhile ago to introduce the art. He 
was a sharp fellow, and knew his busi- 
ness 
He gilded an actress first with- 


out charge, knowing how well she 
would advertise him. Sure enough she 
did. 
There are hundreds of society 


ladies who will copy any thing they 
see an actress do, no matter how out- 
landish it is. it did not take them 
long to find out what it was on her 
flnger-nails nor where the professor's 
shop was. They went there in droves. 
In a short time he had more customers 
than he could attend to and hired an 
assistant. He is doing a rushing trade, 
and turning his idea into gold for him- 
nelf while he gilds the ladies.

it is not a cheap adornment, under- 
stand." 


"How much does he charge?" 
"A dollar a nail, three for one hand 


and five for both." 
* "Does it last long?" 
^M'As long as the nail does—that Js, 


nt\l »t grows out.

charges one dollar for that." 


•And doesn't the gilt wash off?" 
•No, 
indeed, you can't get it off- 


wash and scrub as much as you have a 
mind to. It's put on to stay." 


"Does it hurt you to have it put 


on?" 


"Only a bother; there is no pain 


about it. It takes lots of fussing and 
preparation and two or three hours of 
tedious sitting to have it done, but we 
would endure even more than that to 
be in th» fashion, you know. I find 
the gilding awfully convenient in one 
respect." 


"What's that?" 
"Your fingernails require less atten- 


tion then. If they are dirty it does not 
show, and when they are long they get 
dirty BO easily, yon know." 


The reporter went up to see the 


"professor" in his little shop in an up- 
town cross-street A sign over the 
door read, "Ladies Gilded." The pro- 
fessor was a dapper little man with 
very white hands and an easy-running 
tongue.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


This afternoon J. B. Boyal conducted 


the devotional exercises, and Miss Mollie 
Thompson read a paper on "TheBela- 
tion of the Sunday School to the Home 
and the Home to the Sunday School." 


REV. N. S. HAYNES 


delivered a thoughtful address ou " The 
Obligations of the Sunday Schools to the 
State Association." Below is the closing 
portion of the address: 


Toempbaslze In your minds the importance 


ol this work, and to send you all home with a 
profound conviction ol Its great 'and growing 
needs, your attention Is now called to our field— 
the great state of Illinois, its present status. Its 
resources. Its probabilities and Its possibilities. 
Illinois has 35,459,200 acres of land nearly all of 
which Is arable. It is questioned whether there 
Is anywhere in our country another body of land 
so large that Is equal to this In natural fertility 
and productiveness. 
In agrlcultu"! Illinois 


stands first among all the great states that make 
up our Nation. Consider a few data taken from 
the United States census reports of 1880- The 
value of our farm lands was then one billion of 
dollars, and Was exceeded only by New York 
and Ohio; but these states in this must soon step 
behind us. The value of our live stock was 
8132,437,702 We produced in that year 51,110,502 
bushels of wheat, and 325,792,481 bushels of corn. 
Our total grain product aggregated 444,533,201 
bushels. We raised 3,280,319 tons of hay; 10,- 
366,797 bushels of Irish potatoes; over 46 million 
gallons of in ilk, sold, or sent to butter anil cheese 
factories—enough to make a canal sufficiently 
large and deep for all the boys of Decatur to 
swim in a full mile; over 00 million pounds of 
butter—enough to grease the entire nation for a 
whole week—53 million pounds of \vhich WJIH 
made on the farms—no oleomargarine In that. 
In manufacturing interests Illinois thru stood 
fifth in the rank. We then had 14,549 establish- 
ments giving employment to 144,727 persons, 
with a capital of $140,GC2,OGG, materials valued at 
8289,843,907, and products valued at $414,8«4,«;3- 
This, mark yon, is the value of the products of a 
single year. These industries ranked in the 
fol- 


lowing order: slaughtering and meat packing, 
$97,000,000; flouring and grist-mill products, $47,- 
000,000; Iron and steel, $20,000,000; men's cloth- 
ing, 819,000,000; distilled liquors, $14,000,000; 
foundry and machine shop products, $13,000,000; 
agricultural implements, $13,000,000. We then 
had 30 distilleries and 111 breweries whose 
united products were valued at $20,308,689. But 
we also had a little sweet with all the bitter, for 
we made 48,380,000 pounds of glucose—so why 
should we not have plenty of "A" sugar and 
"maple" syrup? Of soap—no mean factor In 
civilization—we produced 73,541,844 pounds, and 
were surpassed only by those states that iK'i'd 
more than we, as for example, Missouri I 


As certainly as the decades shall come the 


manufacturing industries of Illinois will show a 
marvelous growth. The basis of this belief Is 
threefold. First our vast coal lields. These are 
said to cover a space 375 miles long by 200 miles 
wide. In 1880 the output from Illinois mines 
was 0,089,514 tons, valued at $8,739,756.' Second, 
our facilities for. transportation. These consist 
of our railways, of which we now have 11,000 
miles with more In process of construction; and 
our waterways. These latter are the majestic 
Mississippi, sweeping along our entire western 
border down to the sea, Lake Michigan on the 
northeast with Its far-reaching connections, the 
Ohio on the southeast, the Illinois reaching Into 
the heart of the state, and other smaller natural 
streams, together with the trrns-stat* canal that 
is to be,when a sufficient number of nincompoop 
congressmen shall have been elected to >tay at 
home, and their places shall be tilled by men 
with enough common sense to know that the 
prosperity of one great r>ectiou of our country is 
the prosperity of all. Third, the ability of 0111 
soil to support a vast population. 


The foregoing data have been given to empha- 


size this last thought—that our population is ti 
be Increased In the not distant future bynillhons. 
IiHSSO we had 3,077,871 people. England, will: 
a territory less than two million _acres largei 
than Illinois, supports over 21,000,000 peopli 
and France, on a territory about three and ftve 
sevenths the size ot Illinois, sustains a popula 
tlon of 37,0X1,000.
